ONDON, Nov. 1.—The Russians 
are continuing their desperate 
efforts to gain a foothold in the 
enemy's lines in Galicia and Vol- 
hynia. | 

Last night witnessed what was 
perhaps the most furious concen- 
trated fighting in the Halicz sector 
of Galicia since the Russian offensive 
opened, Five times in the course 
of the evening Letchitsky sent his 
troops forward in dense masses 
against the enemy's positions on the 
east bank of the Narayuska River. 
In each attempt the Russian col- 
umns were mowed down by the fire 
of the Austrian guns and rolled back 
to their trenches. One of these at- 
tacks was aimed at the lines held 
by the Turks, who stood as firm as 
their allies. 

To the north of this region, in the 
Ziota Lipa sector, the Germanic 
forces assailed the Russian lines 
with the strongest units sent to the 
attack in weeks. At one place the

Dyestuffs, Drugs, Stocks and 
Bonds Brought by the 


Submarine Bremen Given up 
for Lost by Commander, .

EW LONDON (Ct.) Nov. 1— 
Ten million dollars worth of 
dyestuff and drugs and, it was 
said, “possibly stocks, bonds and 
precious stones,” comprise the cargo 
of the German submarine merchant- 
man Deutschland, according to a 
statement tonight by Capt. Paul 

Koenig, commander of the craft. 
The Deutschland is in this port 
after having succeeded in making a 
second voyage from a German port 
to the American coast, despite the 


watchfulness of British and French 


War vessels. 

First of the undersea merchant- 
men by use of which Germany hopes 
to keep open a trade route with the 
United States, the Deutschland, ac- 
cording to her captain, is at present 
the only vessel of that fleet. The 
Bremen, which started a voyage Au- 
gust 26 from the city after which 
she was named, he said, has been 
given up as lost. He thought she 
“must have struck a mine,“ but he 
added, she has not fallen a victim 
to this almost blockade. I am sure 
of that.” 

The Amerika, which some reports 
have indicated was a merchant sub- 
marine captured by the British, nev- 
er existed, Capt. Koenig asserted.

Recital 
of its incidents, however, developed 
matters of lively interest. The 
Deutschland did not „lie on the 
ocean floor this time as in the voy- 
age which ended at Baltimore last 
July. The submarine instead varied 
the monotony of its sailing under 
water or on the surface with oc- 
casional dodges beneath vessels iden- 
tified as warships of 8 na- 
tionality or thought to Seven 
times, Capt. Koenig said. a man- 
euvered in this way. The last time 
was off Nantucket yesterday when 
he sighted a “four-funneted steam- 
er“ and dived neath her. 

“The storms ve us more trou- 
ble than this so-called blockade,” he 
continued. “We were beset by heavy 
southwest gales for days and they 
were with us most of the way across. 
Fog also hindered us. We might as 
well have been submerged. the 
weather was so thick at times.” 

The superstructure of the Deutsch- 
land was dented by the blows of the 
seas, but she suffered no severe 
damage, her commander said.

Leaving Bremen October 1 the 
Deutschland had moved only a short 
distance out of the harbor when she 
came in collision with a tug which 
“was so foolish as to run into us.” 
said Capt. Koenig. The Deutschland 
was forced to return for repairs. 
The venture was begun again Octo- 
ber 10 and the engines after being 
started on that day were not stopped 
until the Deutschland came into 


the slip prepared for her here. 


“A heavy southwest gale was on 
when we went through the. North 
Sea, crossing between Scotland and 
the Orkney Islands in the fair chan- 
nel. 1 took the shortest course on 
the chart for New London. The 
blockading ships were many. but we 
passed them; or. rather, went under 
them.

Capt. Koenig said the Deutschland 
was kept under way on the surface 
during most of the disturbance, but 
when he had her submerged and 
under water she “moved up and 
down easily with the seas.” So se- 
vere was the storm that at times 
the submarine made only a mile an 
hour headway. In all she was de- 
laved three days, her captain fig- 
ured, and fuel was consumed at a 
rate far in excess of normal. The 
Deutschland was still supplied for 
“nearly thirty days“ when she came 


in.

The affidavits agree 
that the Marina was torpedoed with- 
out warning; that the first torpedo 
struck on the starboard side and the 
second hit the vessel twelve minutes 
later and was followed by a boiler 
explosion, the steamer sinking six 
minutes afterward.

ON THE SOMME. 


Taking of La Maisonette is 
a Signal Victory. 


Stiffening of Offensive is Due 
to More Cannon. 


Berlin Accuses French of 
Breaking Agreement. |

BERLIN (via Sayville) Nov. 1.— 


The military critic of the Overseas 
News Agency, discussing the recent 
Entente offensive on the Somme 
front says: 
“The Somme battle has been re- 
sumed with intensity during the last 
few days, but the Anglo-French 
forces obtained nothing but the 
smallest local advantages near Les 
Boeufs. Meanwhile the Germans 
could record a great success in the 
taking of La Maisonette and con- 
necting trenches at Biaches. . The 
victorious German infantry regimient 
number 359, took prisoner 412 men 
and fifteen officers. After sanguin- 
rary losses and suffering during the 
last attacks near Les Boeufs, the 
French, on October 28, tried their 
lot by a big thrust against Chaulnes, 
which is the extreme southern point 
of the Somme front, /They intended 
to erush this position in the same 
style as the attacks on the road near 
Flers, east of Gueudecourt, east of 
Les Boeufs, northeast ef Morval and 
near Sailly.” | 


The stiffening of the German de- 
fensive on the Somme, which is 
credited here with stopping the al- 
lied push on Bapaume and Peronne. 
and limiting the advance of the 
French and British to trisignificant 
gains, is due to the restoration of 
the equilibrium in the matter of ar- 
tillery between the two armies. 

Now that this has been achieved, 
it may be stated that Germany in 
August was confronted with difficul- 
ties in the supply of munitions and 
the replacement of wornout or dam- 
aged guns; which, it is declared, was 
largely responsible for the successes 
then scored by the allies. For the 
second time during the war—the 
first being during the concluding 
phases of the 1914 cam e 
German experts found that their 
calculations were outrun by facts 
and were faced by a consumption of 
guns and shells far beyond what was 
expected.

Thus, all German women in- 
terned in France and all German 
men younger than 17 or older than 
55 years, as well as all unfit for mil- 
itary service, had just claim to be 
sent home, except if indicted for 
crime, | 

“France has not kept the agree- 
ment, refusing the right of depart- 
ure to a large number of the Ger- 
mans, especially from Alsace Lor- 
raine, among them women and chil- 
dren, without giving reasons.

MAIL LINE SERVICE 
INTERESTS CAPITAL.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Interest 
here in the arrival of the German 
merchant submarine Deutschland at 
New London, Ct., on her second 
voyage, centered today largely in ne- 
gotiations for establishing a subma- 
rine line mall service between the 
United States and Germany. 

The Postoffice Department let it 
be known that it was prepared to 
accept a proposal made through the 


German Embassy that the Deutsch- 
land and any sister ships that may 
ply out of American ports carry not 
more than 300 pounds of first-class 
mall at the regular trans-Atlantic 
rates. Details of the arrangements 
will be worked out at conferences 
between officials of the embassy and 
the department, and it is hoped that 
an agreement may be reached in 
time for the Deutschland to take her 
first consignment of mail when she 
salls from New London. 

Embassy officials do not disguise 
their interest in the plan. It would 
provide the first uncensored rail 
service from this side of the ocean 
to Germany since the beginning of 
the war and would have a material 
effect on the exchange of securities 
between the two countries. 

As the Deutschland was inspected 
by American naval officers when she 
arrived at Baltimore on her first 
trip, virtually no doubt is entertained 
here of her status as an unarmed 
merchantman. The customs officers 
have reported that apparently no 
changes have been made and that 
she carries no armament. Treasury 
and State Department officials con- 
ferred late today, however, and de- 
cided that strict enforcement of neu- 
trality required another naval inspec- 
tion and the Naval Department was 
asked to have it made. It is prob- 
able that officers stationed at New 
London will be detailed for the task.

Colombia claims that the islands, 
though recently subject to Nicara- 
guan administration, are part of her 
territory under the cedula of No- 
vember 30, 1803, issued by the King 
of Spain to demarcate the various 
Spanish provinces in the New World. 
The islands are not claimed to be 
of any especial value except stra- 
tegically. They lie about ten miles 
off the coast and have about 20006 
population. 

Some time ago Honduras, San 
Salvador, Costa Rica and Guate- 
mala protested against the Nica- 
raguan treaty on the ground that 
it infringed their rights on Fonseca 
Bay and San Juan River. The Unit 
ed States has not accepted their 
protests and the award of the Cen- 
tral American court in their favor 
has been disregarded by Nicaragua.

“Prohibition.” 
IGOROUS PROTEST | 
BY ABBOT KINNEY. 


BY SUMPTUARY LAWS. 


Points Out that Failure has Al- 
ways Attended Efforts of the 
State to Control Actions of Indi- 
viduals Where Matters of Con- 
science Were Involved. 


VENICE (Cal.) Nov. 1, 1916.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Morals 
and mercy are of the soul. Society 
exists and Its status is determined 
by the soul standard of the in- 
dividual human units composing the 


State. 


The Human antmal ts a social ani- 
mal with a necessary and natural 
soul standard. There could be no 
society or state if this were not true. 
The human animal being a social 
animal must be naturally good. 


Economic defects in State organi- 
zation alone mask human goodness, 
Crookedness, cruelty, crime and dis- 
order are, therefore, artificial. 


A man, woman or child in danger 


of being run over and injured or 
killed by a street car, or in dan- 
ger of or of being burned 
alive in a ship or house always has 
the earnest desire of every witness 
that the one in danger be saved. 
Volunteers are always ready to help 
rescue the endangered one. This 
is the expression of the natural 
goodness of man when free from the 
police or military interference of the 
tate. 

Human goodness is not due to the 
police. Goodness is entirely and ab- 
solutely due to the soul of man. The 
soul of man is free. The soul can- 
not be controlled by force. When 
the right of man to live is abridged 
or destroyed conditions creating 
crime always appear. 

Religion is now generally deemed 

» be the observance and support of 
a form of expressing the natural 
goodness or natural religious feeling 
of man. The police can, by political 
action, establish a form of express- 
ing man's natural religious feeling. 
The police can prohibit other forms 
of expressing religious feeling, but 
the police cannot create religious 
feeline or religious action. 

A policy of policed religion has 
been tried in un numbered formes 
throughout the experience of hu- 
manity. Thig police religion policy 
is practically abandoned in all States 
because it has failed to create re- 
ligion. 

Therefore, any attempt to mix the 
police force with the conscience con- 
trol force in managing 
must be a failure. The body of man 
can be enslaved. The soul of man 
cannot be enslaved. For this rea- 
son police force can only control a 
small minority of people in a State. 

Police regulation is only effective 
when its accurately reflects the de- 
sires of the men composing the State 
as affected by the economic and re- 
ligious conditions of the State. 

The strength of the soul in gov- 


pm [eruing man’s relations with his fel- 


lows demands personal liberty and 
A religious 
form restricting or denying personal 
liberty or personal responsibility 
can and has made men hypocrites 
and UHars. It cannot make men good 
and 

While the world today has prac- 
tically given up the idea of forcing 
State religious forms upon groups or 
factions of religious expression who 
do not agree with certain other re- 
ligious forms, a group of churches in 
California are ardently supporting 
a proposed sumptuary law prohibit- 
ing by police force the use of wine 
and all alcoholic beverages. This 
would be equivalent to establishing 
a State religion. 

Perhaps the most startling con- 
tradiction in this is the special per- 
mit to use wine in church services. 
It it is good and above all things 
sacred they how can the conscience 
of such wine users in the holy com- 
munion approve of its prohibition 
otherwise. They might as well pro- 
hibit bread except when used in the 
sacrament. Other exemptions for 
sailed medieine. mechanics and science 
throw the door wide open for back- 
door and utterly uncontrolled use of 
alcoholic beverages. Perhaps the 
most unique folly is the provision 
that the citizen can buy all he wants 
of any kind of alcohol providing he 
gets two gallons at a time. 

Another curious and unfair dis- 
crimination in both the p 
prohibitions is that any locality can 
continue even more stringent pro- 
hibitions locally than the proposed 
State laws. A city like San Fran- 
cisco, however, is deprived of simi- 
lar liberty of jocal control. This is 
plainly discrimingtion and unfair. 

Prohibition of opium started 2000 
years ago in China. Opium is still 
used. Prohibition of hashesh or In- 
dian hemp, alcohol and opium was 
enacted by Mahomet in control of 
church and state a thousand years 
ago. All three are used by Moham- 
medans yet. Regulation is the only 
way to handle any of the nerve 
tonics or sedatives. All are subject 
to abuse. Coffee, tea, tobacco and 
cocaine, this last used by chewing 
all over thé Andean plateaus, do in- 
jury in excess. So fires burn people 
alive and burn whole cities. Fires 
and fire districts and fire forces reg- 
ulate and control and protect the 
people. We do not prohibit fire. 

Prohibition of alcoholic beverages 
is utterly im ble in any coun- 
try and least of all in the United 
States. But if it were possible the 
two California measures, backed by 
certain church organizations, are 
impossible and hopeless. 

So long as alcohol can be sold for 
any purpose the door stands wide 
open for its use for all purposes.

Announcement of this fact 
was made here last night following 
the receipt of information to the 
effect that a bill was introduced in 
Congreas yesterday to provide for the 
payment of that sum to Mr. Davis's 
heirs and to the nine other Amer- 
icans who were wounded by the Pan- 
ama police during the disorders of 
July 4, 1912, in that city. The filing 
of the bill followed the arbitration 
of claims by Chevalier W. F. I. C. 
Van Rappard, Minister of the Neth- 
erlands at Washington, speaking for 
the Hague Arbitration Committee. 

Mr. Davis was a resident of Los 
Angeles for several years, having 
been educated in the public schools 
here. He went with his brother,

REMARKABLE REUNION. 


FTER seven years Alton B. 
Hill, a rancher of Po- 
mona, met his wife and seven 

children yesterday in Judge Works's 
court in a suit brought by her to 
partition property valued at $80,000. 
Mr. Hill was made defendant under 
the name of Louis T. Stenagaard, 
and it developed during the trial 
that after he left his wife and seven 
children in St. Paul in 1897, he came 
to California and changed his name 
of Norwegian origin for a plainer 
one. 

Mrs. Mary K. Stensgaard subse. 
quently came to this State and in 
1909, sued for a separate mainte- 
nance, alleging that with the excep- 
tion of $350, Mr. Ste failed 
to contribute to the support of her- 
self or the seven children, the eldest 
of whom is now 30 years old and 
the youngest 20. She alleged she 
was compelled to support herself 
and the children. 

The separate maintenance com- 
plaint which was introduced in evi- 
dence yesterday further alleges that 
Mr. Stensgaard accumulated prop- 
erty in this county valued at $200,-

Copies of a correspondence between a 
well-known Arizona engineer ‘and various 
members! of Congress have been furnished 
to The Times. The engineer makes a 
strong case and the Democratic members of 
Congress to whom he addresses himself 
wriggle and squirm, but evade the issue. 

His letter to Senator Hoke Smith is typi- 
cal of them all.

“When he deciared himself against Ma- 
dero, he at first overcame all opposition. 


after battle, finally routing at Escalon the 
army under command of Gonzalez Salas. 
Our government at that time prohibited the 
exportation of arms and ammunition to him 
and for that reason he could not fellow up 
his victorious campaign which otherwise 
would have brought him into the City of 
Mexico within a couple of weeks. The 
time gained enabled Madero to recover him- 
self and the army under Huerta found no 
difficulty in beating Orozco at Bachimba 
and putting an end to his ambitions. Not 
by any means on account of superior forces 
but on account of having an ample supply 
of artillery and ammunition. . 

“Ultimately the same remedy has been 
put into use against Villa, who could have 
taken Agua Prieta and overrun the State 
of Sonora but for the lack of arms and 
supplies which were denied him by our 
government. We also made it possible for 
Carranza to overwhelm Huerta by the same 
means, It is unquestionably the most et- 
fective way of ending strife to remove the 
means to carry it on.

STAGING OF “NJU” IS ATTUNED 
0 AUTHOR S PURPOSE. 


By Henry Christeen Warnack. 


Tuesday night a dispatch re- 
ceived at The Times office from 
San Francisco stated that while his 
wife still listened on the telephone, 
having just refused his plea that 
she return to him, Maurice Ratto, 
aged 45 years, had shot himself. 
At the very hour of the enact- 
ment of this domestic drama in the 
northern city, the Players’ Producing 
Company offered at the Little Thea- 
ter in this city the drama “Nju” 
(pronounced new) by Ossip Dy- 
mow, who, Richard Ordynski,¢ 
the stage director of the new Los 
Angeles theatric enterprise, is a 
Russian by nativity, but universal in 
his art and its expression. The the- 
ater programme said that this was a 
drama from life, giving the place 
as anywhere and its date as any 
time. The San Francisco telegram 
was a current proof of this state- 
ment's pathetic truth. 

In the manner of its writing and 
in its stage method, Nju“ is Euro- 
pean, rather than strictly Russian. 
Its novelty Mes in the fact that it 
is presented in ten episodes with only 

a few seconds between these scenes. 
It possesses that bleak, yet pregnant 
simplicity of Synge, Ibsen and all 
of those great and austere minds 
of tremendous urge and luminous 

clarity. 

A writer who sees the thought and 
feeling responsible for an action has 
no occasion to strain for big situa- 
tions because the significance at- 
taching to all natural movement and 
appearance tides a day along with 
a silent force far more convincing 
than the great noise made by lesser 
minds who endeavor to present a 
physical tumult in order to conceal 
the lack of spiritual perception. 

This inherent power of seemingly 
small incidents would be lost unless 
the play were greatly directed. 

Never before have I witnessed any 
play that appeared upon the stage 
exactly as it reads in the script. This 
master stroke has been accomplished

GARBUTT’S ADVICE. 


State Would Suffer Calamity if 
are 


Proper 
Understanding. 


Frank A. Garbutt, capitalist, 
mining engineer and president of 
the Los Angeles Athietic Club, was 
asked yesterday for an expression 
from his viewpoint on the effects 
of prohibition in California, it the 
voters on Tuesday adopt one or both 
of the constitutional amendments 
which are proposed for the regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic in this 
State. 

Mr. Garbutt said: “I do not drink 
myself and, while I think that pro- 
hibition in a limited sense, or tem- 
perance regulation rather, would be 
a good thing for the United States 
as a whole, total prohibition would 
be a bad thing for the State of Call- 
fornia. 

“The use of light wines and beers 
with meals ought not to meet with 
the slightest objection. In the Los 
Angeles Athletic Club I have kept 
the use of heavy liquors down to a 
minimum for the past two years 
while I have been in charge. 
have preached and ordered temper- 
ance, and, while our bar receipts 
have diminished to a great extent, 
our dining-room receipts have in- 
creased wonderfully. Th now use 
light wines and beers th their 
meals, and they get away from the 
hard stuff. That is all any of us 
ought to hope for. 

“It is merely a matter of educa- 
tion, not a matter of arbitrary 
regulation by law. Our whole peo- 
ple are naturally temperate, a great 
majority at least, and none of that 
majority, I am sure, but are tem- 
perate in their habits of eating and 
drinking. 8 
To arbitrarily cut off the small 
quantity of beer or wine, or both, 
which these people consume with 
their meals would be wrong. The 
American people, and especially the 
people of California, with its large 
number of foreign-born population, 
have gradually Become more and 
more temperate in their use of alco- 
holic beverages, and the use of 
ardent spirits is gradually dying out 
as the demands of business, of con- 
vention, of society and nature itself 
dictate it. Let the people alone. 
They can be depended on in any 
crisis, if this situation can be called 
a crisis. Do away with, or do not 
foist upon them, any drastic laws 
or regulations, and gradually they 
will come to the rightful and proper 
understanding of this question. 

“To put upon them ftron-clad rules 
of conduct will, in my opinion, only 
bring about the opposite result. It 
will likewise upset economic condi- 
tions as they obtain at the present 
time, and destroy property values.

The wrecking crews, having 
completed the removal of numerous 
frame houses and flats on the west- 

rn and southern ends of the prop- 
e are now attacking the first of 
the Narpe car barns that are to be 


razed. 

The building now marked for de- 
struction is at the extreme north- 
west corner of the thirty-eight-acre 
tract, and combines the functions of 
a car barn and a clubhouse for the 
Pacific Electric employees. The lat- 
ter, it became known yesterday, are 
not to be long without a meeting 
place and club quarters, having 
closed a lease for the entire second 
floor of the old Masonic building on 
the west side of Hill street, adjoin- 
ing the Pacific Electric’s Hill-street 
station on the south. This space is 
to be fitted up at once to meet the 
requirements of the employees’ club, 
which has a membership of over 
1000, and which is planning imme 
diate expansion in all lines. 

F. V. McPeak, the contractor in 
charge of the excavation for the new 
terminal, will not wait for the 
wrecking of all the many buildings 
on the old car-barn site before 
gtarting in on his huge job. Enough 
of the tract has now been cleared 
to afford him space in which to 
work, and enormous ditch-digging 
machines are to be placed in opera- 
tion at once. So large is the under- 
taking that this method, instead of 
the use of ordinary steam shovels, 
has been found pedient. In all 
150,000 cubic yarGs of earth will 
have to be moved. Special tracks 
for hauling this dirt away and 
bringing in materials of various 
kinds have already been laid.

If a policeman borrows from 
money lenders and goes through 
bankruptcy, can be he be relieved 
of his obligation if he misrepresent- 
ed his financial condition at the time 
he obtained the loan?
